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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 , 4-1 9, and 22-40 are presented for examination. 

2. This Office Action is in response to the applicants' amendment received on 
January 7, 2008. 

3. The applicants have amended claims 1,19, and 33 in the amendment received 
on January 7, 2008. The applicants have cancelled claims 2, 3, 20, and 21 also in the 
amendment received on January 7, 2008. 

4. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1 , 4-1 9, and 22-40 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 1,19, and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. As follows: 

Independent claims 1,19, and 33 comprise claim limitations that refer to non- 
statutory subject matter. At paragraphs 0034 of publication no. 20050228801 . modulated 
data signal, wireless media, and carrier wave are included in the specification that read 
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on the limitations of the claimed subject matter presented in the limitations of 
independent claims 1,19, and 33. 

The claims lack the necessary physical articles or objects to constitute a machine 
or a manufacture within the meaning of 35 USC 101 . They are clearly not a series of 
steps or acts to be a process nor are they a combination of chemical compounds to be 
a composition of matter. As such, they fail to fall within a statutory category. They are, at 
best, functional descriptive material perse. 

Descriptive material can be characterized as either "functional descriptive 
material" or "nonfunctional descriptive material." Both types of "descriptive material" are 
nonstatutory when claimed as descriptive material perse, 33 F.3d at 1360, 31 USPQ2d 
at 1759. When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable 
medium, it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be 
statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the function of the descriptive 
material to be realized. Compare In re Lowry, 32 F.3d 1579, 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d 
1031, 1035 (Fed.Cir. 1994) 

Merely claiming nonfunctional descriptive material, i.e., abstract ideas, stored on 
a computer-readable medium, in a computer, or on an electromagnetic carrier signal, 
does not make it statutory. See Diehr, 450 U.S. at 185-86, 209 USPQ at 8 (noting that 
the claims for an algorithm in Benson were unpatentable as abstract ideas because 
"[t]he sole practical application of the algorithm was in connection with the programming 
of a general purpose computer."). 
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Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1 , 1 9, 33 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Independent claims 1,19, and 33 are objected to because the limitations of these 
claims end with the limitations that recite the binding engine evaluating the plurality of 
binding statements to determine content to be displayed in a user interface during 
execution of the user interface software by the computer; and displaying a fallback 
value in the user interface if both the first and second binding statements fail to evaluate 
successfully. However, there are no limitations in the claims to provide support for the 
specific purpose of manipulating the claim limitations that would produce a 
transformation of the limitations into a final and useful result. The limitations do not 
include any specific significance of the claimed data and the manipulation of how the 
claimed data is used to produce a "real world result" (i.e., what the computer is doing), 
Arrhythmia, 958 F.2d at 1057, 22 USPQ at 1036. Also, the limitations do not include 
any transformation in the data that would ultimately produce a useful result, AT&T, 172 
F.3d at 1358-59, 50 USPQ2d at 1452. 

The Examiner kindly recommends that the applicants consider amending the 
limitations of claims 1 , 7, and 1 3 to include the limitations overcome these claim 
objections. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Thus, the remaining claims are dependent claims. These claims are also 
objected to for at least being dependent on the above objected to independent claims.
